KHUklnlok and Build "Wlckupa." 


The American Indiana never smoke 
tire tobacco. 
It is always three- 


uarters adultered with the "Red Wil- 
ow," pommon along 
the Western 


treams, a shrnb about eight feet high 
ailed Killikinick, or an herb called 
iarb, which grows in the Rocky Moun- 
ains. They can not smoke tobacco as 
whit* man can, it is loo strong tor 
item. The Larb has .a small Ifaf half 
s long as a willow, and grows on the 
idc of the mountain as a small shrub, 
'hat is merely spread out to dry in the 
tin, and is then crushed in the hand. 
Jut with the red willow they cut 
witches or sticks three feet long, and 
craping off the red bark on the otit- 


ide, 
they whittle the inner bark up in 


urls all along the stick, and then 
jast it ovei' a lire, until it is perfectly 
ard and dry. They then crumble it 
n their hands Ihe same as they do the 
iarb. They very oflen make immense 
[tiantities of this to use, as it is uhuijs 
^referred iu the spring of the year when 
t is fresh. 
It has a very sweet flavor 


odor, and it is very much sought 


ifter by the Indians 


Very often in case of a storm coming 


ip quickly the Indians rush into the 
ivillow and build a sort of a little hut. 
They plat the ends of the willow 
xigethcr, making a little house about 
,hree feet high and six or eight feet 
ong. They are termed "wirkups." 
These little huts are often «-,ed hy 
white men in crossing the jihiin-,.—

word to somu exulting sport. A native 
banter, living near Sorlngapntam, and 
who was ^vith us in charge of the ser- 
vants, had been told by good authority 
that lions and tigers had come into 
the abandoned district until they were as 
plentiful as hares, and that wo should find 
a hunter's paradise. 
We pitched our camp on a cleared spot 


on the right bank of the creek, which had 
two feet of water in it and was about ten 
feet wide. It was a hilly country all 
about us, with the-ground fairly well 
timbered.

an abandoned native village, and many 
acres of ground which had ouco been 
tilled were now growu tip to bush and 
weeds. We went into camp about nn 
hour before mimlown.

on the left hand side, was a tiger, a rous- 
ing big fellow, who had scon fifteen years 
of life. 
On the right hand side, und also 


close to the basi> uf the wall, was n medium 
slml mule lion, and tho attitude of both 
plainly xhmvcd that they hail been stalk- 
ing me 
It WHS a still hunt, and I was 


tho victim. The lion hud come out of tho 
bush (o the right, and tlie tiger had come 
out of a thicket to the left, and crossed the 
creek. 
Neither animal could hu\e seen 


the otlur, and thus they were not aisiire 
of each ullii r'.t presence. 


Hail 1 remained In tho building with my 


back to thu ilnor another moment one of 
the beasts «otild umlnnbtedly have crept 
close tmoiigh l» make a spring 
When I 


turned almiit and tat down on tho block 
of wood thy movement upset their calcu- 
lations and nu,ile them timid lor the mo- 
ment.

I nmst confess that, taking my pain and 
the general situation into account, I was 
badly rattled.

After making up his mind that I could 
not harm him, he held his head well up, 
swung bis tail about, and advanced at 
a slow pace. I was under cover, and 
. ho might have suspected a trap. But for 
this ho would probably have made a rush. 
The tiger displayed exactly the same 
characteristics as a cat creeping upon her 
prey. Ho crept, crawled, twisted about, 
and sought to shelter his body behind the 
slightest tuft of grass. He did not, how- 
ever, take his eyes off me for the tenth of 
a second, and the nearer be came the 
more his great lips parted to show his 
yellow teeth, lie was as supple as a 
snake, and nothing could be more grace- 
ful than his movements. I could see hia 
tremendous muscles quiver as ho moved, 
and I remember of thinking what power 
he must have In his legs.

The tumble into the water separated them, 
ami while the tiger reached the opposite 
bank at one spot, the lion crawled out at 
another thirty feet nwa>, and lioth limped 
into the forest without Ihe slialilebt desire 
to renew the light —New York Sun.

Fouoil In Many k Southern Horaw 
hold—ciunraeterUtle* of • Typlc»» Ne- 
gro Servant—"Aunt Ben." 
"Uncle Kern us," so charmingly sketched 


by Chandler Harris, of Georgia, hau his 
counterpart in many a southern house- 
hold. My Uncle Remus is dead. He wag 
the home Uiru slave of my grandfather, 
in Barnwell, and in his early manhood 
rafted lumber 
down Edisto river to 


Charleston. 
A pure African by blood, b? 


had the strongly marked prognathous 
features of his nav, was six feet high, 
with flesh and muscle in proportion. 
On 


the marriage of my father, in 1820, Cy 
was given to bun, and helped hiih to build 
the log huuse.to which he took his bride, 
and to clear his first field. Uncle Cy, as 
the children always called him, taught me 
to ride a horse, and later on to shoot a 
gun. He shook hickory nuts out of the 
tall trees, and rived trap sticks for me to 
catch birds, made cute bows and arrows, 
and in the spring time could peel off bark 
from saplings and plait me the most glori- 
ous popping whips in the world 
He was 


the best wagoner of his time; could get 
more out of a team with less worry, and 
take a heavy load over the worst roads 
with less accident than anybody else. At 
log rollings und house raisings he was 
head man, and likewise at cradling oats 
and wheat. He was fabulous, in my eyes, 
for strength and skill. 
For plowing, hoe- 


ing and cotton picking he was no great 
things—rather disdained them as fit only 
for -women and common niggers. He was 
a great axman, and could hew to the line, 


ile chewed tobacco; and many of niy 


choicest favors and propitiations were pro- 
cured by a quid [literally quid pro quo). 
I suppose he was the father of thirty or 
forty children, benotlen in his own image, 
and that all his 
posterity—children, 


grandchildren and greatgrandchildren- 
would at this time amount to several hun- 
dred. 
Uncle Cy became a fair plantation car- 


penter and blacksmith; could make a plow 
and stock it, hang doors and gates and 
make a wagon that would run. 
On my 


father's death Cy became the property of 
my mother by his will, for he thought- 
fully said she could not keep up the plan- 
tation without him. At the division of 
her estate he and his wife fell to me. By 
degrees he graded me up as years went on. 
It was first Holland, then Mas Holland, 
then Master, which title he used to the 
last, as though he liked it. Here I may 
record a criticism on that romance of 
marvelous genius, "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 
Such a negro as Uncle Tom was never 
sold out of any family 
Money could not 


buy that sort. 
It was a great treat to be permitted to 


"go to town" with Uncle Cy on the cot- 
ton wagon. 
There was one to whom he 


bore a tender loyalty, and for whom he 
had three names—Mi&bus, Your Mudder, 
and Miss Betsy. To her he felt amenable 
for the lad's safety, and he well knew how 
to afford him the utmost fun within safe- 
ty limits. When the bright camp fire was 
kindled and the team haltered and fed for 
the night, Uncle Cy would bring out that 
frying pan—his only ciilinarj apparatus 
—and work up a savory meal. For butch- 
ering a beef or mutton there was none 
like him, and at hog killing time he en- 
riched me with pigtails and bladders 
In 


ghosts and witches he was a firm believer, 
and could bent Vennor prognosticating the 
weather. 1 would put him against Car- 
lisle or Barnard for telling the horn of tho 
night if the Seven Stars, Job's CoHln, the 
Three Knmiers, and other heavenly bodies 
were shining. 
For overseers he hail a deep dislike. 


While obeying his own master in the 
letter and spirit ul the Epistle to the 
Ephesians, he was insubordinate to dele- 
gated authority, and hern came in his 
most serious troubles 
A sad case I re- 


member to have occurred in Alabama 
about 1840 
In a illfliculty with the 


overseer Uncle Cy rebelled and ran away, 
taking with him two other negro men. 
They were gone over a year, and no 
tidings of them could be got 
At last 


they turned up lu South L'aiolma. 
It 


seems they had made their nay back to 
the old Barnwell neighborhood, a distance 
of over 300 miles, crossing the Chatta- 
hoochee, Flint, Ocouee, Ocinulgee 
and 


Savannah rivers, and becoming weary of 
hiding out they voluntarily surrendered 
themselves 
I was a schoolboy nk Collins- 


worth, Ua., when they passed along the 
road in the ragged and eliaprallen plight of 
runaways being returned home. 


Thirty years later Cuclo Cy met me at 


the station to take me out to my farm, 
Butler 
Lodge. 
Of 
that 
runaway 


episode in his life he had ever been reti- 
cent, but as we rode along through the 
lonely forest 1 drew him out on it. "Now 
tell me; no danger; freedom's come, tell 
me all about it—how you dixlged the 
patrols and crossed those rivers and made 
the trip." And I slipped a plug of to- 
bacco into his hand. 
Never was a twenty 
mile journey better beguiled. He told 
me all—how they got up a Block of pro- 
visions to start on and how they replen- 
ished it by the wnj, the nurrow escapes, 
the shrewd disguises Cor passing through 
or around the iov»iHund ullages; lying 
low by day awl truvelmw b> night. Dick- 
ens never contrived a story with richer or 
more various Incident. 
Much comedy, 


but ever and anon touching on tragedy. 
Xenophon's 
fumous 
retreat 
with the 


10,000 U reeks did not excel thin in strategy. 


Out of what WIIH left when the emanci- 


pation tame I ga\e him forty acres of 
land and mot a mule, but) a yoke of 
steers, a co\\ and calf, some provisions 
and his tools 
1 le soon fixed up a snug 


home and a shop; and what with work- 
ing at Ins craft and a little farming, and 
such annual stipend as I could send him 
in money, he made out to linish his pil- 
grimage tolerably well. His connubial 
morals improved, and I believe in his sal- 
vation. His last letters to me (dictated) 
were full of gratitude and hope. 


Uncle Cy owed much to his wife—an 


honest, truthful and virtuous woman. 
She was the best nurse 1 ever saw, and 
ministered with unspeakable fidelity and 
teuderness to my parents and brothers 
and sisters on their deathbeds. 
"Aunt 
Bess" was the first woman I ever heard 
pray in public. She was a leaven and a 
light. Some influence and honest pennies 
she guineJ by practicing that delicate pro- 
fession which the Egyptians, in Moses' 
time, turned over to their women. Only 
once did she fail me. When the Federal 
armies were getting iuto Alabama we 
proposed to put onr silver spoons and 
such things iu her keeping. "Well, mas- 
ter, in course I'll do it if you say so, but I 
can't be 'sponsible 
Dem Yankees is a 


coming, and 1 hrarn tell how dey carries 
wid 'em somelhiii' like u pintor worm 
and when it's sot down dey tells it to pint,
